Claims 1-25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
method, apparatus or machine readable medium which maintains an indication of a pending event with respect to each of 
multiple threads supported in a multithreaded processor, maintains an indication of an active or inactive state for each of the 
multiple threads supported in the multithreaded processor, detects a clock disable condition indicated by the indication of no 
pending events and an inactive state for each of the multiple threads, and disabling a clock signal, if enabled, of at least one 
functional unit within the multithreaded processor responsive to the detection of the clock disable condition as recited in 
independent claims 1, 12 and 24-25.
